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The let-down period has arrived and with it, a series of 
mixed emotions. 

It's been over five weeks now since the tornadoes 
smashed through southern Ohio, leaving death and des- 
truction and more than 3,500 families homeless. The damage 
has been estimated at between. $60 and $80 million dollars. 
itt vo the figure will emerge and no one knows what it 
wi } 

Of all the federal people drawn into service as a result of 
recovery activities, perhaps no agency remains involved for 
such a long time as the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. HUD came into the picture the moment the in- 
itial curfew was lifted, will probably phase itself out of the 
picture some 12 months from now. 

The picture itself is like a kalaidescope, constantly 
changing in color, shape- and size. In the beginning was 
Phase-|, Its- purpose was to get storm victims-into temporary 
housing, soonest. Then_followed Phase || — getting them out 
of the temporary housing and into permanent structures of 
their own, The Second Phase is underway right now. 

And for the few HUD regulars still on the job, it’s the let- 
down period. Similar to that time a diver has to spend in de- 
compression, otherwise he-gets the bends. 

How do you decompress an individual who had to im- 
mediately key up to a job that engulfs his time, mental pro- 
cesses and all but smothers.him with the urgency of the 
moment?: A.job that demands. everything he can possibly 
give, brooks no mistakes, recognizes no other master, tole- 
rates no interference? 

| know how the athlete feels after that one final, agonizing 
effort. It doesn't mean getting your second wind; that was. 
way back midway through the course. This is at the end of 
the run. After you've all but burned yourself out...and there's 
just a flickering flame from what was a roaring inferno. 

The let-down affects different people in different ways. 
Some characters go out on a good drunk. When they sober 
up they've only.the hangover to face. Others do an abrupt 
about-face; they take time off and do everything they 
couldn't do while they were on the assignment. Still others 
just let things slide, de-celerate, if you please. This takes a 
little longer but it doesn't tear at your emotional fibers so 
brutally. 

If you. asked. me_how | feel...or felt, | really can't answer. 
Like, in limbo, | quess. Trying to recall everything that's hap- 
pened and incapable of doing so, because it all happened so 
quickly...and continued to happen over such a long time 
frame that it all merged into a jumble of incidents with the 
substance of marshmallow, coated on the outside but viable 
underneath. 

Heading a disaster recovery effort is not sométhing | would 
recommend’ to my best friend. Hell, }-wouldn't even re- 
commend it to my worst enemy! Maybe it's like giving birth to 
a child...something that every woman actually has to ex- 
perience before she can speak with authority. Or, maybe it’s 
like the tag on New York; a nice place to visit but | wouldn't 
want to live there... 

Those of us who have gone through a disaster operation 
now look back and wonder if it was for real. A dream? Or a 
nightmare? Were the pressures really that severe? Was the 
urgency. really that strong? 

The Ohio tornado assignment was my disaster mission 
number seven. My first as a director. The other assignments 
put me behind a typewriter, or a mike, or a tape recorder, 
handling public information. This is not the first time I've 
known the lonely feeling that comes with ultimate respo- 
nsibility.., and it may not be my last...but it's certainly one of 
the high points in my professional career. 

And I've liked it. In a way | guess I've enjoyed the bad ham- 
burgers, the soggy french fries, the black bitter coffee that 
always turns cold before you can finish it.

You cannot give what yOu do 
not have. 

At this point, many of our 
black elected officials are in 
office in sgite of their political 
organizations and_ not 
because of them. These black 
officials have been elected 
on the basis. of personal 
charisma, or a burning local 
issue, or an overwhelming 
local black electorate. There 
is usually no systematic door- 
to-door, house-to-house, 
Block-to-biock effort -to 
organize the black voters of a 
specific area."So-even-while 
the 2,600 black elected of- 
ticials we now have represent 
an impressive step for- 
ward from where we 
were, we need to remember 
that those 2,600 officials 
represent only one-half of 
one per cent of the total num- 


ROY 


ber of elected officials in this 
country. And thus the small 
number of our elected of- 
ficials makes it even more 
disturbing that their local 
organizations are weak and 
therefore they cannot now 
form a unified viable national 
political network. 

SO BEFORE we talk about 
organizing on a national 
scale, we have to talk about 
Organizing at home. And 
there is vast po- 
tential for. local organi- 
Zation. An example of 
this is the southern region-of 
this country, with its vast 
black belt running through it. 
Here is a political field ripe 
for black cultivation. In some 
of the counties of this region, 
black people are the majority 
of the population but still they 
have no representation in 
local government. We cannot 
tolerate this; we cannot af- 
ford to waste this precious 
human resource... 

Some will tell us that 
economic development and 
not politics represents the 
path we must follow. |,

SO OUR HOPE for survival 
in this country lies in our 
ability to organize for 
political power. All relation- 
ships between groups of 
people are based’on power of 
one kind or another... If. we 
allow ourselves to remain im- 
potent, disorganized and 
powerless in the face of the 
increased conservatism and 
repressiog which surrounds 
us, not only are we aban- 
doning all-hope of construc- 
tive and non-violent. social 
change; we are_ also 
welcoming genocide. 

It is not for nothing that 
you have seen no black faces 
among the Watergate con- 
spirators. We.are not absent 
because of a higher degree 
of moral-stamina, We are ab- 
sent because, as black 
people, we ‘are not included 
in the high level wheeling 
and dealing that runs this 
country.

' Black Americans in Cleveland 


Negroes have been residents of 
Cleveland ‘since 1796, their advent 
dating about & decade after the toun- 
ding of the ity. Who they were, what 
motivated them to come to ‘The Best 
Location in The Nation: in ever in- 
creasing: numbers, how they were 
received by Cleveland early liberty- 
loving New Englanders who, for the 
most part, were opposed to slavery. and 
the trials and tribulations-and trum- 
phs-—and the men and women who ex- 
perienced them. has been painstakingly 
researched and interestingly written by 
Russell H, Davis. a_cetired Cleveland 
educalor-author, who himself is a4 
product of its social mores and of its 
educational institutions 

Titled, “Black Americans in 
Cleveland,” Davis book, 525 printed 
pages. copiously illustrated. has been 
published by Associated Publishers. 
the publishing agency of the 
Association forthe Study of Negro Life 
and History. Washington, DC., in 
cooperation wiih the Western Reserve 
Historical Society of Cleveland 

The book adequately lives up to the 
author's declared purpose to tell the 
story of Cleveland's black population 
and thus fill a void thal exisis, ot.only 
in the historical tomes about Cleveland 
bul most large American cities thal now 
house significant. black populatiéns 

Same of the maternals in the book 


were carried in serial form in the 
columns of this newspaper, while the 
author was continuing his scholarly 
research and seeking that always 
elusive publisher. That the Associated 
Publishers. have found outstanding 
merit in the work is very fine recom- 
mendation for the thoroughness of the 
research and the existing need for the 
information it contains 

The book also has a social purpose 
The history of a minonty group has 
distinct influence on group morale. It is 
an incentive to aspiration, ambition and 
achievement, for after all, the history of 
a group 1s its good name, its reputation, 
ils character, built up over a span of 
“years. Knowledge of this record cannot 
fail to inspire generations of young 
people. and to slimulate a a worthy 
pride in an honorable inheritance 

Published at a time when black 
studies have become a part of the 
curriculum.of many schools. and univer- 
sities, the book should find its merited 
place of the shelves of their libraries. if 
not, indeed, as a textbook 

The book may be obtained direct 
from the publishers in a hardcover 
edition at $7.95, and in soft cover at 
$4.95.

On the basis of his outstanding 
record. when a vacancy was created on 
the US Military Court, Duncan was 
persuaded to resion.as Ohio Supreme 
Court justice to accept the Military 
Court appointment at a salary of 
$42,500 a year 


Nine months ago, Duncan was 
recommended for the District 
Judgeship. a-post he may hold for life, 
but a vacancy on the military court plus 
its crowded docket, made it impossible 
for the Ohioan to be spared Never- 
theless, his sponsors, the then Senator 
William B. Saxbe and Senator Rabert 
Taft, Jr. managed to keep his option 
open unti! last week, and Judge Dun- 
can eagerly took what amounts to 4 
$2500.a-year.pay cul. to accept ihe 
district judgeship 

Duncan's active leadership role in 
Ohio Republican politics, of course, 
had great weight in escatating~ his’: 
career, but it has been, primarily. his 
outstanding ability as a lawyer, and his

aid of Wilberforce University in. the 
eighties with an appropriation of 
$16,000, it was for the purpose of 
helping black students in Ohio get an 
education. In those years and time, 
black students were no! welcomed: at 
state supported universities and, only at 
a few private colleges were they 
welcomed. 

For years, Ohio State University of- 
ficials were among the chiet supporters 
of the state's department at Wilber- 
force, which was then called the Com- 
bined Normal and Industrial Depart- 
ment at Wilberforce. 

Special scholarship blanks were sent 
to all state legislators and any student 
who wanted to attend the state sup- 
ported department at Wilberforce had 
to do. was: to simply ask the legislator 
for a blank. He would gladly sign it with 
no questions asked. . 

Education opportunities for Negroes 
have moved a long way from those 
days. Integration has opened up every 
college and university. in. the state. to 
black students. 

So, no longer then must a safe haven 
be maintained for the accommodation 
and convenience of black students who 
want a college education. For now the 
basic educational needs of Negroes 
can be met at any accredited college in 
Ohio. The problem, however, is meeting 
the scholarship requirements and the 
cost of maintaining a student in college 
away from. home. re 

To bring a college education closer 
to the people, the present state sup- 
ported higher educational system, 
through universities, colleges and two- 
year colleges, places a college_in- 
Stitution within 30 miles of any Ohio 
student. 

Every urban center has either a 
college or a branch of a college in their 
city. Therefore, getting an education for 
@ black student isn’t th problem it was

provide blacks with an education, of, 
eject a monument to, selfish sen- 
timentality. 

There is no question but that Central 
State is the poorest and worst ad- 
ministered of all the state supported 
colleges. | recall how shallow the 
arguments were to give Central State 
“university” status. And, then how 
many corners were cut to accomplish it. 

The fact that Central State's 
enroliment is less than 3,000; and many 
of these are out of state students, is 
proof that it accommodates a very smalt 
percentage of the black students who 
go to college. 

The question then is, are there any 
alternatives to rebuilding Central State! 
At least there are three | think should 
be considered before any final decision 
is made. 

(One) Take the millions of dollars ap- 
propriated annually for the operation of 
CSU and place it in a special scholar- 
ship fund for black students of Ohio 
Let the scholarships cover all the ex- 
penge of these students for the first two 
years in cojlege or a vocational 
educational school. . 

The scholarships would be available 
to students from homes where parents 
are either unable to pay any of their 
children’s college expenses, or only a 
smatt-part of it 

Since these students could enroll in 
any college close to their home, the ex- 
pense would not be as much as if they 
were in a boarding sctiool. This would 
also make a college education 
available to all the eligible children in a 
family, instead of forcing the family as 
of now, to select the student they can 
afford to send to college and deny the 
same educational opportunity to the 
other children in the family. 

Then, there could be another scholar- 
ship fund for those students who want 
to continue their education beyond the 
first two years of. college. 

(Two) Central State could be convert- 
ed into a Junior College, using such 
buildings as are now usable and erect- 
ing others to bring it up to junior 
college standards. 

(Three) Convert Central State into_a 
major vocational education college. To 
such a school could be sent. the 
thousands of boys and girls from low 
income homes who must be prepared 
for the job markets of this nation: Most > 
of these students are (he ones. who nor- 
mally will not go to college after high 
school. 

Such. a vocational college would 
meet the educational needs of many 
students who are now drop outs and 
who account for. the high dispropor- 
tionate unemployment rate among 
black youth. 

If we want to bring a good education 
within the grasp .of more deserving 
black boys and girls, we will consider 
these and other options. 

it we want to indulge ourselves in the 
sentimentality: of heritage and image, 
then we can further compound the error 
that was made when Central State was 
created as a spinoff for unwanted black 
students at other stats supported 
colleges. 

1 don't think that the black boy or girl 
who wants a college or vocational 


education, cares whether they get ina . 


Central State or-any other college. It's 
the education they want: and not sen- 
timents. . ek

Viet Vets Lag 


The Vietnam War is not 
over yet, not by a long shot 

I'm not talking about the 
continuing destruction and 
warfare in that country. I'm 
talking about the treatment 
our nations is giving to the 
six million men who served in 
the armed forces during our 
participation in the. War 

They are victims of a 
government who called them 
to the colors to risk their lives 
and a people whose revulsion 
at that needless and bloody 
war has Spilled over to gross 
neglect of the men who 
fought in the.swamps and the 
rice paddies. 

Those soldiers didn't want 
to go -- but their country sent 
them and so they went, When 
their fathers came home from 
fighting in World War Il, they 
were treated as returning 
heros and granted GI benefits 
to help them make up for 
theie lost years at the front. 

Vietnam-era Gis; however, 
never got that.red carpet 
treatment, with the exception 
of the fliers who came. home 
from the prisoner of war 
camps. The average “grunt” 
got no parades, no com- 
munity celebrations, and 
even worse. inadéquate 
veterans benefits. 

Young men who gave up 
the prime years of young 
manhood, and many who 
gave more than that -- an arm 
or a leg -- have gotten the 
short end of the stick. Their 
veterans benefits are far in- 
ferior to those granted 
veterans of previous wars, 
their unemployment rates are 
higher, their housing .and 
training problems are left un- 
solved: 

An ungratetul nation has 
refused to recognize. their 
sacrifices and. their needs, 
and that is a situation. that 
should be corrected at once. 

Educational benefits can 
collect $220 a month -- and 
that's supposed to cover 
everything, from tuition .to 
living expenses. 

It can't possibly do so. 
Tuition alone at many private 
colleges runs well over 
$2,000 a year, eating up the 
full cost- of the allowance. 
Word War ll veterans got a 
better deal -- the government 


Ja, 


paid the full cost of tuition 
and added a stipend for living 
expensed as well, : 

lf that policy were adopted 
loday, or if Gi benefits were 
increased, many veterans 
would be able to go back to 
school, private colleges now 
in a financial bind could 
make a go of it, and the taxes 
on the higher earnings made 
by these college graduates 
would ultimately pay for the 
program, just as they did for 
World War || veterans. 

The big losers are mi- 
norities, who served in 
greater numbers than their 
proportion of the population, 
and who suffered even higher 
casualty rates. Few people 
know that there were more 
American casualties in Viet- 
fam than in all of World War 
ll, and blacks accounted for 
about 20, percent of combat 
deaths, a rate almost. double 
that of their proportion in ar- 
med services 

The Veterans Administra- 
tion, oné of the largest of all 


. federal agencies, has neglec- 


ted to mount to the kind of af- 
firmative action and outreach 
programs to assist minority 
veterans take full advantage 
of the admittedly meager 
benefits they are entitled to. 

The private sector too, has 
been deficient in providing 
jobs for veterans. The lay-offs 
caused by the energy crisis 
meant that many veterans, as 
the most recently hired, were 
the first. to lose their jobs. 
And_ sensationalistic stories 
of drug abuse and discipline 
problems at the front have 
made somé employers wary 
of hiring veterans. 

Despite the overwhelming 
evidence that Vietnam-era 
veterans are not getting a fair 
shake, the Administration has 
resisted making major 
changes _in benefits because 
these might be “inflationary.” 
That's a cruel joke on those 
veterans whose living costs 
have=gone up because of 
federal measures that have 
sparked inflation, .and whose 
very plight was caused by 
serving in a war that helped 
ruin the economy. It's time we 
lived up to our obligations to 
these men. and gave them 
parity with veterans who ser- 
ved in other wars. 


The Mysterious Case 
Of Xanthine Oxidase

A-- The Veterans: Ad- 
ministration does not require 
a down payment, but the len- 
der. may require one, 

Q-— I'm a disabled veteran 
who received a $2,800 auto 
grant from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. Will VA help out 
on engine repair? 

A- VA pays for repair, 
maintenance, or replacement 
of special adaptive equip- 
ment necessary to operate 
the car. The..agency is ‘not 
authorized_to-bear these ex- 
penses on the vehicle, itself. 

Q— | was honorably dis- 
charged last week after two 
years in the military service. If 
1 go to school, will the 
Veterans Administration. pay 
for my books and tuition? 

A-—.Books and tuition are® 
provided under VA's voca- 
tional rehabilitation program 
for veterans with a 30 percent 
service-connected disability; 
or less, if the disability is a 
pronounced employment 
handicap. Veterans without a 
disability who -enroll in 
school under the Gi Bill 
tecelve monthly education 
assistance allowances to 
offset _sctreol expenses.

Crime Against Blacks

In almost every section of 
the nation a black criminal 
had reason to expect lighter 
punishment for a crime com- 
mitted against blacks than 
the same crime committed 
against whites. 

The records of American 
courts are replete with exam- 
ples of this peculiar quirk in 
American jurisprudence. The 
liberal State of Ohio is no ex- 
ception to this rule. 

In Cleveland, it had been 
forcefully brought to the at- 
tentiowof" citizens, 25° years 
ago, that this attitude 
prevailed among the law en- 
forcement officers and in the 
courts in connection with 
juvenile crimes. 

There was ample evidence 
that juvenile attacks on black 
youths are alfnost entirely 
ignored by the press and 
police while attacks on white 
youths, by either white or 
black assailants, were ex- 
ploited by the press and 
vigorously investigated by the 
Police.

Aretha Franklin - Superstar 


Aretha Franklin is one of 
the artists who has reached 
“superstardom"™ in her own 
musical context while tran- 
scending all categories. She 
has come to symbolize an en- 
tire. dynamic era_ in con- 
temporary. music. Since her 
first recordings at the age of 
18, she has been hailed as 
one Of the most powerful and 
innovative singles in 
decades.. Her unique com- 
bination of soulfulness and 
emotion, purity of tone, 
phrasing, and improvisational 
ability puts her beyond most 
of her contemporaries. She is 
“Lady Soul” and much, much 
more. 

One of five children of the 
Reverend C.L. Franklin, him- 
self a leader in gospel music 
and the pastor of The New 
Bethel Church in Detroit, she 
acquired her first musical 
training in her father's choir.

A few years later, Aretha 
made a. transition to blues 
singing. She auditioned for 
John Hammond at Columbia 
Records, was Immediately 
signed and her professional 


career was launched. She 
won wide acceptance with a 
-large coterie of blues, jazz, 
and R&B fans. In the winter 
of 1966 Aretha signed with 
Atlantic Records and recor- 
ded her first single, ‘| Never 
Loved A Man The Way | Love 
You"’ in Muscle Shoals, 
Alabama, under the personal 
supervision. of.Jerry_ Wexler, 
Executive Vice President of 
Atlantic. 

The record was released in 
February 1967 and took off 
immediately, selling well over 
one million copies, turning 
gold, and-firmly establishing 
Ms. Franklin as “an” inter- 
national star. In March she 
released her first album also 
entitled “| Never Loved A 
Man The Way | Love You” 
and it also become certified 
gold with lightning rapidity. 

By summer of 1967, Aretha 
Franklin had become the 
biggest female star in the 
world of rock and soul music. 
During the rest_of the year 
she~scored with three more 
million, selling singles. 
“Respect,” “Baby | Love 
You,""“Chain Of Fools.” She 
won the NATRA poll as 
“Singer Of The Year,” and 
swept every trade paper poll 
(Billboard, ‘Cash Box and 
Record World) as the female 
singer of the year for both 
single records and albums. 
Her second Atlantic album 
“aretha Arrives” was also a 
million seller.

“It 
doesn’t have anything 
anymore to do with poverty or 
racism.
